tion now under consideration in 
our nation's capital. 

"If businessmén do not make 

their wishes known in writing 
to their senators and represen-| 
tatives,” Smith said, “only two 
conclusions can be drawn: 1. 
'The businessman is in favor of 
the proposed legislation, or 2. 
He does not care one way or the 
other.” 
“Raising wages by legisla-| 
tion,” Smith told the Rotarians, 
"is inherently wrong because it 
does not provide for a corres- 
ponding increase in worker 
productivity. Real wages must 
be earned. Wages that are legis- 
lated merely cause more infla- 
tion after a very brief-and fleet- 
ing period of increased pur- 
chasing power." 

Smith urged all Rotarians to 
write letters on their own sta- 
tionery and with their own 
words to make their wishes 
known with respect to proposed

Atomic Energy Research Foundation has signed a contract with 
General Atomic Division of General Dynamics Corporation for 
a four-year, $10 million jointly sponsored research program in 
the field of controlled thermonuclear reactions. The foundation 
was organized by the private electric utility companies of Texas 
to consolidate and make more effective their participation 1n the 
development of atomic energy in the United States. 

‘The aim of this basic research program is an understanding 
of heavy hydrogen reactions at high temperatures under con= 
trolled conditions. In such fusion reactions, large amounts of 
energy are released.

Benefits ‘Possible For 
WWII Veteran's Widows 


The widow of a World War 

II or Korean conflict veetran 
may be eligible for a GI loan 
if the veteran's death was ser- 
vice-connected iR he had not 
already obtained a GI loan. 
The statement was issued to- 
day by L. V. McClelland, Glades 
Service Officer of the Veterans 
Administration Office in Belle 
Glade. 
However, he added, if the 
widow herself is an eligible 
veteran, she accrues no addition- 
al GI loan rights because of her 
husbaríd's death. 

Widows of World War II or 
Korea. veterans whose death 
‘was service-connected, also may 
obtain direct loans from VA in 
those areas eligible for direct 
loans. 

Direct loans, McClelland said, 
are obtainable for the purpose 
of a home or farmhouse. The 
law prohibits direct business 
loans. 

GI loan applications from 
widows, based on their hus-| 
bnads’ deaths as a result of 
World War II service, must be 
made by July 25, 1958. For 
Korean conflict eligibility, loans 
must be made before February 
1, 1956, McClelland said.

Construction Shows Drop 
In Belle Glade For May 


A decrease in construction was 
noted in the monthly inspector's 
report submitted by W. L. Cun- 
ningham, city building inspec- 
tor, for May.

Increase Seen In Heart. 
Disease Death Rates Now 


Deaths from heart disease are 
going up, especially for the men 
of hte white race. So states the 
monthly statistical report of the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics of 
the Florida State Board of 
Health. 

Some solace can of course be 
found in the fact that with the 
ever - increasing control 
of deaths from the great killers 
like tuberculosis and pneumon- 
ia, more men — and women— 
of both races are living into the 
later years when heart disease 
might be expected to take its 
toll. And, too, Florida has re- 
cently been the Mecca of the 
elderly. Their deaths are rec- 
orded here, though their lives 
may have been spent elsewhere. 

And even with -those facts 
considered, Florida stands well 
below the national average in 
heart disease deaths. 

Last year the Florida death 
rate from all forms of heart 
disease was closely estimated 
at 329.1 per hundred thousand 
population, while the national 
rate was 359.9. Florida rates 
increased 58.9 per cent since 
1930, while the nation was go- 
ing up 68 per cent. Heart disease 
deaths wéte considerably more 
prevalent among white than 


non-white. The comparative 
rates were 343.1 as against 
268.5. 


“The final figures are not yet 
compiled, but it is expeected 
that they will show the white 
male as considerably more sus- 
ceptible to heart disease mor- 
tality than the female. The 
1955 figure for the ladies 
dropped a little below that for 
1950, to 222.7 from 229.3. But 
the men moved up from 1950's 
392.6 to 412.2 in 1955. There is 
every reason to believe, accord-

Ten years ago, the figure was 
21 per cent and five years ago, 


million were of a permanent 
plan type, VA said. 

Most popular permanent plan 
GI policy is the 20-pay life, held 
by 963,000 veterans. 

Next in order of popularity 
are ordinary life and 30-day 
life, each held by more than 
400,000 veterans. 

Endowment policies range 

from the 20-year endowment 
(145,000) down to endowment 
at age 65 (55,000). 
TA total of 2,221 World War 
II veterans have paid-up poli- 
cies on which no more premi- 
ums will be due, VA said. 

Permanent plan GI insurance 
builds up a reserve, most of 
which can be borrowed quickly 
if the policyholder needs cash. 
GI term insurance has no re- 
serve, no borrowing value, and 
must be renewed at a higher 
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premium rate every five years, 
VA said. Veterans holding GI 
term insurance may obtain in- 
formation about converting to 
permanent plan policies at any 
VA office.

National Safety Council 
Advises Against High 
Speeds After Dark 


It you drive 60 miles an hour 
at night, chances are you're 
over-driving your headlights. 

That's the advice of Edward 
| Smith, secretary of the Na- 
tional Safety Council's Commit- 
tee on Speed. 

Smith, a traffic engineer, 
pointed out that the Uniform 
Vehicle Code recommends that 
an auto's bright lights be cap- 
able of illuminating on object 
350 feet away. 

But at 60 miles an hour, a 
passenger car's stopping dis- 
tance in 366 feet. 

"T'm sure that cars with prop- 
erly adjusted sealed-beam units 
meet the requirements of be- 
ing able to spot an object 350 
feet away," Smith said. "And 
most modern-day cars have 
sealed-beam headlights. But 
they are not always adjusted, 
the lenses or windshield may 


be dirty 
"A cars lower beam won't 
meet the requirements. -With 


World War IL A national fav-; 


ithe low beam, you seldom can 
see more than 100 feet ahead, 
especially when the glare of 
an oncoming car's lights hits 
you." 

Improper lights are probably 
a detinite factor in one of every 
100 fatal accidents, Smith said. 

Statistics indicate that, na- 
tionally, chances of'a motor- 
vehicle fatality at night are 
three times as great as during 
the day. 

Motorists — whose ability to 
see at night may be lessened 
by strong daylight — were 
warned by the Council not to 
rely on “blind faith" in driv- 
ing at night. 


Death Rate On Florida 
Highways Shows Decline 


At the end of the fourth 
month of this year, Florida con- 
tinued to show a highway death 
rate decline and general en- 
forcement activities were up 
over comparable periods of last 
year. 

‘The Florida Highway Patrol 
said today that there was a 14 
per ient decrease in highway 
deaths’ at the end of April, al- 
thought accidents were up 19 
per cent and the number in- 
jured had climbed 5 per cent 
above the number for the same 
four months of 1956. 

As of May 1, the 
Highway Patrol - investigated 
7,128 wrecks in areas outside 
of cities, 208 persons had lost 
their lives in these motor 
vehicle crashes and 3,282 were 
injured. 

Under the heading of en- 
forcement, Patrol Comdr, H. N. 
Kirkman said there had been 
a, total of $0,933 violator ar- 
fests, a 33 per cent increase 
over the same quarter last year, 
and 68,797 written warnings, 
a wholloping 90 per cent in- 
crease over the same months 
of 1956.
